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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Citizens of Rye: 


Since making our last report our schools have been under 
the supervision of Mr. Carl Cotton, and he having become 
acquainted with the conditions existing in our schools by his 
last year’s experience, assisted by an energetic corps of teachers 
and the co-operation of the parents and pupils, they have made 
good progress and are now in good condition. Our music 
teacher, Miss Lucy M. Hoyt, has a very pleasing way of 
interesting the pupils in singing, and it is very pleasing to 
visit the schools during the time she is giving the lessons, and 
we wish more parents would visit our schools, at least once a 
year. 

We have put in a Watterman Waterbury system of heating 
and ventilating at the South School, that is working well and 
giving good satisfaction, also new adjustable seats and desks, 
and additional seats and desks at the West School, and now 
have our schoolhouses furnished with modern furniture. 
We have had the East Schoolhouse shingled, the chimney 
at the Wedgewood Schoolhouse made 8 feet higher to prevent 
its smoking and repairs on all the school buildings, making 
an unusually large bill for repairs this year. 

There are now three notes unpaid for the addition to the 
Wedgewood schoolhouse, payable with interest due on the 
following dates.

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‘SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Rye School Board: 


Owing to the fact that there are so many topics essential 
for consideration in this report it has been necessary to make 
statements as briefly as possible consistent with clearness. I 
shall be glad to talk fully with parents or citizens, at any 
time, upon matters which pertain to the schools. 

The customary good attendance has held throughout the 
year. The attendance last fall was the best in the history 
of the district for any one term, while the attendance for the 
whole of last year equalled that of any previous year. 

I belive that the standard of teaching in Rye is improving. 
We have had but one change in the teaching force since the 
last report. For this vacancy we were able to secure the ser- 
vices of a capable teacher. It would be a wise policy for the 
school board to retain the services of those teachers whose 
qualifications are proficient at a stated increase in salary. An 
understanding with the parents and children becomes clear 
about the termination of a year’s service. To a teacher who 
attends the summer session an additional increase should be 
given. The time is not far distant when the services of the 
teacher will be retained by the school board for the full year 
with the requirement that the vacation shall be utilized in 
some such definite way in the service of the town. 

Our present school system is based upon an elementary 
school course of eight years and a high school course of four. 
years. This system is now regarded defective, in many ways, 
owing to the bad adjustments of the child to the work, at 
about the fifth grade. Our school system is now organized 
upon the plan that knowledge constitutes the basis of school 
work. The basis which we should organize our school work 
upon is that of developing, to the full extent and in the right 
manner, those instincts and impulses which are in the children 
of this age. Much of the knowledge which we have sought 
to impart may be purchased in the form of handy manuals, 
dictionaries, atlases, trade papers, etc., in better form and more 


31 


comprehensively arranged for a small price than the present 
methods of our schools may hope to develop. 

The child longs for a wider vision of the activities of the 
world and desires an opportunity to have the whole field of 
human knowledge in its elements presented to him. This 
calls for a change in our present curriculum, which will give 
the child the opportunity to branch out, about the age of 
twelve, as nature directs him to, and investigate a wide range 
of subjects. 

Mathematics, sciences, foreign languages, household arts, 
manual training and local industries should receive their 
treatment at this period. At this time the largest number of 
our pupils drop out of school. Many pupils, also, find it 
difficult to adapt themselves to the wide difference which 
exists between the high school and the grammar school as 
itis now organized. A rearrangement of the programme should 
result in a better articulation between the high school and the 
elementary school. It has already been demonstrated in places 
where the schools have been reorganized to meet the above 
and other local conditions that more pupils are held in school 
for a longer period of time. 

The plan is to divide our grades into three groups instead 
of two, as at present. One group, the high school, comprising 
the tenth, eleventh and twelfth grades only; the second group 
which is usually known as the junior high school, consisting of 
the seventh, eighth and ninth grades only; and a third group of 
schools, the elementary schools proper, comprising the schools 
of the first six grades. A new Elementary State School pro- 
gramme, based upon this plan, is already in the hands of the 
printer. ; 

It is desirable that a change of this character should not 
be made abruptly. In the course of two years it would be 
possible to organize our elementary schools upon a six-year 
basis. At this point it is obviously appropriate for the school 
board to consider seriously whether or not the economic 
interests of the town, as well as the best interests of the chil- 
dren, might be best served by a high school. 
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High schools are generally organized to meet. the local 
needs of the place where the high school is located. If it is a 
city high school, it trains for city life. If it is a country high 
school, it trains for country life. In too many cases we have 
sent our children away to be educated for the development of 
another place, when they were born and bred to promote 
the development of the resources of their own town. In a 
country high school there should be an agricultural course, 
comprising industrial work for boys, the science of farming, 
training in mechanics, etc., and for the girls, general industrial 
work co-ordinate with the science of farming and domestic 
science with the other courses. In other words, the state 
should provide a system of education that will appeal, through 
its varied subject matter, to every individual. Not to do 
this savors of aristocracy, not democracy. 

Such a high school should contribute toward the upbuilding 
of community life and the development of the farm. A high 
school, with courses based upon agriculture and domestic 
science and a parallel college preparatory course, should 
serve not only this town well, but a large section of this state. 
Theincome from such an institution would offset the expense of 
a plant and equipment. It is highly probable that such a 
high school would not only be self-supporting, but a source 
of revenue to the town. 

The Parent-Teachers Association, which was organized 
last spring, has already contributed in many ways toward 
the success of the schools. All of the meetings have been well 
attended by the parents. The services of the officers of the 
association, who have shown much zeal in their work, is much 
appreciated by both the parents and the school officials. This 
organization is open to all parents and citizens. We anticipate 
a healthy growth of the organization. 

In the earlier grades much reading has been done, not only 
for the purpose of expression, but for giving the child the 
power to acquire the thought from the printed page. Reading 
material has been added as fast as is consistent with a proper 
choice. A demand for more reading has been created by cul- 
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tivating the natural interest which the child has in reading 
much subject matter in the story form. Much caye has been 
exercised in the selection of these texts. 

In the middle grades, while more emphasis has been given 
to expression, facility in rapid and accurate silent reading 
is sought. Tests in reading have been conducted, not for 
the sole purpose of disclosing the merit of each individual 
pupil, but to disclose to both teacher and pupil the power 
the mind has to grasp and retain large quantities of reading 
matter in a limited amount of time. 

These tests, also, demonstrate to the teacher the varying 
capacities of the pupils. They enable her to locate the chil- 
dren who need individual attention. In classes which are not 
too large much individual attention may be given to each child, 
so that the pupil of average ability does not receive all of 
the teacher’s time, but so that a proper proportion of her 
time may be devoted to the brighter pupils and to those 
who are not so rapid in ability. 

In the upper grades supplementary reading has been sup- 
plied which is not over literary in character. A type of read- 
ing matter which appeals in interest to the pupils of this age 
and which reflects the best thought in literature, history, 
science, and art, has been selected. 

Much supplementary reading in geography and _ history 
has been done in the grammar school, with the encyclopedias, 
standard authors obtained from the local library and a few 
source books and biographies purchased with the supply 
money. Children of this age naturally crave an opportunity 
to dip into a wide range of subjects and activities. The addi- 
tional stress laid here has both increased the interest in school 
work and served to bring the treatment of the subjects nearer 
to the methods employed in the high school. 

In writing, painstaking and careful work has been done by 
our teachers. The development of a rational method of teach- 
ing the subject has been the aim. The pupil is required to 
make a conscious effort to produce a good style of handwrit- 
ing at all times, as well as during the writing period. Careful 
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measurements were made in this subject twice last year. A 
good amount of improvement was apparent. 

Arithmetic has been attacked from two points of view. 
Quick and accurate work in the use of the fundamental facts 
and processes, and the development of reasoning in connection 
with problems which have utilitarian values. Definite standards 
have been established for attainment of facility in the use of 
fundamental facts. Tests have been made which show where 
the individual weaknesses are located. Proper remedies are 
applied to those cases which require individual attention. | 
When a pupil has attained a certain maximum proficiency 
in the use of fundamentals, he is simply held to this standard 
and required to devote a larger Romuon of his time to work 
in the rational use of number. 

The conduct of the music course is noteworthy. The individ- 
ual interest which is taken in each pupil is a praiseworthy 
phase of her work. Many good singers have been made of 
those who started out as monotones. Work of this character 
is particularly desirable for the type of schools which we have 
in this district. Music has become fixed in the course of study 
because it tends to produce a keener appreciation of life 
through a finer discrimination of the sound sense and its 
expression. One who lacks a music training readily perce: 
the necessity of music in the course of study. 

I believe that the addition of courses in manual training 
and cooking and sewing would place our schools upon a par 
with other schools. 

I wish, at this time, to express my appreciation of the cor- 
dial and hearty co-operation which has been extended to me 
by the members of the school board.
